WHEREAS  by  the  “Foreign  Deserters  Act,  1852,”

ments of  Great  Britain  and  Denmark,  signed  at  Lon- 
don on  the  21st  of  June,  1881. 


NOW,  THEREFORE,  Her  Majesty,  by  virtue  of
